Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1 and 36 through 40, drawn to a method and a system for selective 
outputting based on a list. 

II. Claims 2 through 6, drawn to a method for selective outputting based on a 
manipulation.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, III and IV are directed to related systems, methods and apparatuses. The 
related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are 
mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as 
claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, as shown, the inventions 
have materially different modes of operation, functions and effects. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
